WHY WE ARE DISFRANCHISED. 

The Ottawa Journal is the newspaper 
supporter of the opponents of reciprocity 
at the Capital; the Citizen, ordinarily the 
chief upholder of the Opposition views, 
having decided that reciprocity would be a 


good thing for the country. So far as reci-| 


procity is concerned the Journal has been 
and is the one paper in Ottawa which may 
be taken to be in the confidence of the Op- 
position leader, 

On Saturday—the day on which the 
House was dissolved—the Journal came out 
with an editorial defence of the course of 
the Opposition in forcing an election. The 
art¥le seems to have been written as a 
kind of apology to those opponents of reci- 
procity who might not be just satisfied with 
the course the party leader had chosen; and 
with the object of assuring them that how- 
ever ill-advised that course may seem, or 
however unpromising the prospect of the 
elections, things would have been far worse 
with the Opposition had the other course 
been taken, and redistribution allowed to 
take place before the election. A broader 
interest however will attach to the article 
from the attempts being made in some 
parts of the country to absolve the Opposi- 
tion from blame that the West is thus de- 
prived of the number of members it should 
send to the next Parliament. Indeed _ it 
seems likely that the article will provoke a 
wider and a warmer interest in the West 
than in the East. 

The Journal says: In {urcing a general 

election on the reciprocity issue the Con- 
servative leaders have not only shown 
patriotism and common sense from a na- 
tional point of view, but have, we believe 
adopted the best possible political tactics. 
The Conservative party had a difficult 
complication to face. Beyond question 
an immediate popular test in the Domin- 
ion of the reciprocity pact was a desir- 
able national thing. The business inter- 
ests of Canada called for such a test prior 
to any brief trial of a national business 
experiment equally vast and dubious. 
Good understanding with the United 
States called for it before the American 
people were misled by a seeming ac- 
quiescence by Canada in the idea of new 
trade relations which soon afterwards a 
general election might completely upset. 
Nevertheless to seem to desire to force a 
general election before a redistribution 
bill could give a more equitable parlia- 
mentary representation to the West 
seemed a very grave risk. Fortunately 
the government’s own dilatoriness iwth 
the census relieved the Conservatives of 
part of the responsibility for any delay in 
redistribution. The Conservative leaders 
accordingly wisely took the bull by the 
horns, and forced the issue.

a Crime Should Escape With so 
Little Notice, 
Washington, Aug. 2—The story of 


one of the most thMiling yet gruesome 
incidents of the Mexican revolution 
possible involving serious international 
complications, has Just been told, This 
was the terrible massacre of the un- 
offending, defenceless Chinese 
reon, the capital of Coahulla, 
the siege and capture of that city by 
the Maderistas. No condemnation of 
this butchery by either press or pulpit 
has been promulgated and it would 
almost seem that the civilized world 
had been engaged rather in justifying 
this awful crime against civilization. 
The Chinese government, helpless at 
its best, has made a slight demanstra- 
tion against Mexico and has formulat- 


ed and presented a series of demands | 
which | 


against the new government, 
have been received with complacent 
assurance that they “would be given 
consideration;'’ but whether any re- 
paration at all in proportion of the 
enormity of the offense can be cb- 
tained is a matter to be determined. 

Had a handful of missionaries or 
some diplomatic 
any great power been threatened in 
any city of the Chinese empire, civ- 
ilization would have bene 
with anger and the allied 
the great powers weuld have 
the,gates of the offending city with a 
demand, backed by a cannon, that 
protection and reparation be guaran- 
teed. Here, three hundred Chinese, {n- 
nocent of any offence whatever, were 
murdered and robbed and the pulse 
of civilization has not even quickened 
over that outrage. The Mexican has 
some great characteritstics and his is 
pre-eminently the land af romance and 
of splendor; but it is, the land of 
blood, and the Mexican mob, 
aroused, js as pitiless towards the help- 
less human as toward the blindfolded 
horse in the bull ring, 

The official stery, derived 
sources, sets forth that 
foreign demonstration which 
ated in the Torreon massacre of 
12, 1911, had its beginning Sept. 16, 
1910, during the festival in celebra- 
tion of the centennial of Mexican in- 
dependence, The main square of Tor- 
reon was crowded and many speeches 
were made, Scene of them excited the 
people greatly, as they advocated an 
anti-foreign crusade, The orators de 
clared that foreigners came into Mex- 
ico to steal everything the Mexicans 
have, and proposed that the Spaniards 
be killed off firs then the Chinese, 

The mob then started and stoned 
the Chinese stores breaking the win- 
dows, but did nc more. The Chinese 
residents thought this demonstration 
nothing worse than the 
due fo the popular festivities and ex 
pected no further trouble, but later 
events made it clear that a strong fecl- 
ing against the was developed, 
which destined to to awful 
results, 

Meanwhile the revciution had start- 
ed in the Republic and on May 10 it 
was known In Torreon that the revo- 
lutionary forces would attack the city, 
A meeting of the Chinese Merchants’ 
and Laborers’ society was held in the 
hal! of the Reform society. The sec- 
retury reminded his hearers of the 
speeches of Sept. 16, and it - was agreed 
that should the rebels enter the city 
all Chinese sheuld close up their win- 
dows, It was also @greed that no re- 
sistance whatever should be made and 
that if the revolutinolsts broke into 
the stores and demanded goods or 
money, they should be allowed to take 
what they pleased, that no lives might 
be sacrificed,
